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Voters Approve 
Issues, Officials 


A handful of Sierra Madre voters returned four incumbent 
city officials to office Tuesday and approved two ballot pro¬ 
posals. 

Total votes cast were only 819. This is just 20.2 per cent 
of the estimated 4055 registered voters here. 

Proposition No. 1, the public 
library location measure, was 
the only real contest in the 
municipal election. It passed 
easily by a better than 2-to-l 
majority. 

Five hundred and fifty-four 
voters approved the measure, 
while 228 citizens registered 
“no” votes. With its passage, 
library trustees now have a 
free hand to build Sierra Mad- 
re’s new public library on the 
present site, 442 W. Sierra Mad¬ 
re boulevard. 

Proposition No. 2, which 
hikes the honorarium paid the 
city treasurer from $30 to $50 
a month, passed by almost a 
5-to-l majority. The vote: 604 
Yes; 143 No. 

Councilman Henry F. Kors- 
meier won re-election with 681 
votes. Councilman Charles 
James also was re-elected with 
700 votes. 

City Clerk Marie Warfel and 
City Treasurer Carlton J. I’eg- 
ler both were re-elected with 
725 and 721 votes respective-

When the children visit the 
Fire Station and ask where the 
men sleep and where is the 
fire pole, it is not easy to 
make kindergarten boys and 
girls understand the difference 
between our local so-called vol¬ 
unteer fire department and the 
station they visited in Pasa¬ 
dena, or some other well-or¬ 
ganized and well kept station. 

They can’t understand why 
it is necessary for men to be 
at the fire station in Pasadena 
and not in Sierra Madre Well, 
that’s a good question. 

The children of the city are 
not alone in taking things for 
granted as to the operation of 
their fire department. We find 
every day, some folks who do 
not know they are protected 
by a volunteer organization. 
They do not realize that the 
men give a great deal of time 
to training and attending 
meetings to learn more about 
fire fighting. 

It is true that the present 
membership does not spend 
evenings building old cars into 
fire trucks and evening after 
evening repairing some piece 
of equipment. This should not 
be asked or expected of them. 
If there are any persons who 
would enjoy doing this, there 
are openings in the fire depart¬ 
ment for them. The men of the 
department do much to save 
the taxpayers a great deal of 
money. 

Just as long as matters per¬ 
taining to fire continue as at 
present, there is not too much 
use for more equipment, but 
because fire comes when least 
expected, it is not wise to 
skimp on fire fighting tools. 
At the present time, we are ex¬ 
pecting a shipment of good fire 
hose to replace some that is 
more than old enough to “re¬ 
tire” to the city yards for ether 
uses. More is needed and an¬ 
other order will be recommend¬ 
ed by the fire department. 

The much talked of “compet¬ 
itive drills” are now in prog¬ 
ress. Last Friday, crew num¬ 
ber one evened matters by 
winning the contest for the 
evening. After the completion 
of these drills, the losers must 
pay for a stag dinner to be 
held in celebration of the con¬ 
test.

In order to be pretty well 
cleaned up for the dry season, 
residents are asked to start 
now and keep rid of inflam¬ 
mable materials. If burning is 
necessary, and you expect to 
get a permit, you should not 
wait until the dry season is 
here. It won’t be long, but the 
dry weeds will be long. 

Look around. If there is dan¬ 
gerous stuff there, and you ab¬ 
solutely need to burn it, please 
get in touch with the fire de¬ 
partment. At this time, there 
are fire permits issued that 
cannot be a little later in the 
season.

TELEPHONE PROGRESS 

The extraordinary growth of Southern California during the 
last five years has kept telephone men humping to meet the 
continually increasing demand for service. The figures in the 
box below indicate what has been happening in the commu¬ 
nities served by the Monrovia and Sierra Madre Exchanges. 
Keeping pace with development in such fast-expanding 
areas as this involves much more than placing instruments 
in the home. In the telephone business you have to go back 
to the beginning to prepare for abnormal growth, that is, 
to the central office where all telephone calls must first go 
before being sent on their way to destinations. To handle 
heavy traffic in the central office efficiently, you must have 
adequate installations of especially designed telephone ma¬ 
chinery which is very expensive equipment. To appreciate 
this point compare the plant investment increase since 1946 
(419%) with that of telephone stations in the same period 
(141%). This extensive development of facilities indicates 
the kind of progress that has been made in the last five years 
in bringing more and better telephone service to this area.

Population continues to grow at a rapid rate and the demand 
for telephone service increases . . . and, in spite of the greatly 
expanded facilities, applications for service still remain un¬ 
filled. To take care of them, and the new applications which 
keep arriving month after month, many thousands of addi¬ 
tional dollars will be spent in this area in 1952 to increase 
central office resources and outside plant facilities. 


Money for new construction does not 
come from telephone bills, hut front 
investors who put their savings in 
company securities and expect a fair 
return for the use of their funds. This 
means that rates for service must be 
sufficient to offset the higher costs of 
operation and produce earnings that 
will compare favorably with those of 
other industries seeking capital in the 
financial centers of the country.

Editor, Sierra Madre NEWS: 

Since the long-awaited suggestion lor Sierra Madre’s Pio¬ 
neer Days is apparently to be permanently awaited, may I 
suggest for consideration and improvement, Build Bailey Can¬ 
yon Days, actually only a variation of the proposal by the 
Recreation Commission. 

Pre-plans would include preliminary clearing and eradica¬ 
tion of poison oak; plans developed with available help of 
experienced county advisor already on payroll; volunteering of 
organizations or individuals for actual construction of facilities 
(needed are barbecues, tables and benches, rest rooms, rub¬ 
bish containers, council fire). 

On Build Bailey Canyon Days actual construction would 
progress, followed by an early evening picnic or potluck sup¬ 
per provided by the women as in the old barn-raising days, 
with possibly a square dance in the evening if anyone is still 
on his feet. This would eliminate expense of carnival partici¬ 
pation by individuals. 

Materials might be purchased from the $9000 park fund 
surplus which annually reverts to the city. 

There will be some sort of recreation provided from the 
next city budget, and redevelopment of Bailey Canyon pro¬ 
vides a permanent facility, within walking distance of the 
center of town. It would encourage use by families and groups 
faced with transportation problems, possibly eliminating some 
needs for city-financed programs. It would provide an over¬ 
night camping spot for youngsters who otherwise can never 
have this valuable experience. 

To start Hie ball rolling, Cub Scout Den 2 volunteers its 
services in construction and maintenance of a bird-feeding sta¬ 
tion (which is within the abilities of boys eight to eleven). 

We could provide ourselves with many advantages by more 
strain on the muscles and less on the pocketbook.

County Supervisors last week 
approved an interim report of 
Flood Control Engineer Harold 
E. Hedger, adding $45,000,000 
worth of new projects to the 
proposed storm drain bond is¬ 
sue.

According to Mr. Darby, the 
problem has reached controver¬ 
sial proportions because of the 
interest taken by clubs, feder¬ 
ations, and civic groups who 
protested such display adver¬ 
tising because of the possibili¬ 
ties of traffic hazards and 
landscaping detriments. 

Sierra Madre’s Community 
Coordinating Council last week 
went on record in support of 
action planned by the Women’s 
Division., of., the.. Los Angeles 
Chamber of Commerce to com¬ 
bat the billboards being near 
freeways. 

Local organizations also were 
urged to write letters to Sup¬ 
ervisor Herbert C. Legg advo¬ 
cating closer control. 


Lee Shippey’s unique cam¬ 
paign for Congress was given 
new prominence this week 
when the April 2 issue of 
Christian Science Monitor, a na¬ 
tional newspaper published in 
Boston, Mass., reached Califor¬ 
nia subscribers. 

Featured in the Monitor is a 
1000-word article by Kimmis 
Hendrick, editor of the 11 west¬ 
ern states, which describes the 
campaign being waged by Mr. 
Shippey, a Sierra Madrean and 
a cross-filed candidate for Con¬ 
gress in the new 21st Congres¬ 
sional District which includes 
Sierra Madre, Coronet Homes, 
Hastings Ranch and parts ot 
East Pasadena. The Monitor 
article says: 

“Lee Shippey, influential 
writer in these parts, has pre¬ 
cipitated as challenging an is¬ 
sue into the California Congres¬ 
sional campaign as anybody 
has heard of for years. 

“Mr. Shippey wants to make 
candidates for political office 
strictly accountable for the 
money they spend getting elect¬ 
ed. If the So-and-So Slot Ma¬ 
chine Company pays for their 
billboards, he wants this 
known. If they spend way out 
of proportion to what they can 
possibly earn in office, he 
wants this known, too.’’ 

Mr. Shippey reportedly was 
told by a known campaign 
manager that he could run his 
campaign for “$30,000” The 
salary of a Congressman is less 
than half that figure. 

The Monitor says: “It is his 
hope to win in the primary for 
$1500. He will have ti do it, 
if he does, mostly by leg work, 
hand shaking and meetings in 
people’s parlors.” 

Previously members of the 
U.S. Senate Committee of Po¬ 
litical Ethics had written the 
Sierra Madre candidate letters 
of approval, as had David 
Lawrence, editor of U. S. News 
and World Report, Radio Com¬ 
mentator Elmer Davis and 
others.
